ATLANTA CHURCH PLANS

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 9 
(UP) 
—A $7,500,000 budget for the Pro­ 
testant Episcopal church during 
the next three years was recom­ 
mended to the house of bishops 
and the house of deputies at the 
church’s triennial general conven­ 
tion here today. 
The recommendation was con­ 
tained in the report of Rt. Rev. 
Philip Cook, bishop of Delaware 
and president of the nation council, 
presented at a joint session of teh 
two houses. 
The budget proposed would rep­ 
resent an increase of $1,500,000 
over appropriations for the last 
three years. 
Of the 
proposed 
budget, $2,400,000 would be for 
1938, 
$2,500,000 
for 
1939, 
anc! 
$2,600,000 for 1940. 
Bishop Cook also recommended 
that his office be abolished and 
that the presiding bishop be rein­ 
stated as sole head of the national 
council. 
At present, administra­ 
tive control is shared 
by the 
council president and the presiding , 
bishop. 
Bishop Cook suggested appoint­ 
ment of two vice presidents to 
assist the presiding bishop, and 
that the presiding bishop surren- 
der„diocesean jurisdiction.* The Rt. 
Rev. James Dewolf Perry, the pre­ 
siding bishop, now is the bishop of 
the diocese of Maryland.

Against

teachings and evil manner of life 
Jude exhorted: “Ye beloved, build­ 
ing yourselves on your most holy 
faith, praying in the Holy Spirit, 
keep yourselves in the love of 
God, looking for the mercy of our 
Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal 
life.” 
So the saying, “The Lord helps 
those who help themselves”, is 
true in this respect, that our God 
keeps us as we strive to keep 
ourselves by 
keeping the faith 
and keeping ourselves in his love 
through prayer and the remem­ 
brance of his teachings.

Gives Help

W ASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 9 
The services of an architect when 
a new home is to be built pro­ 
tects the ow ner and the builder,, 
according to H oward Leland Sm ith 
of the Federal H ousing Adm ini­ 
stratio n . 
He pointed out th a t in m any 
cases the term “jerry-builder” is 
unjustly employed.

W hen the size and 
style of a house is decided on and 
the co ntract is let, the architect 
supervises the w ork and sees th a t 
the ow ner obtains w hat the plans 
and specifications call for. In this

W ASHINGTON', 
D. C.— A su­ 
perficial exam ination of residential 
areas in any A m erican city reveals 
the fact th at, w ith p ractically no 
exception, such d istric ts decline in 
desirability w ith th e p assage 
of 
substantial periods of tim e. This 
facto r is tak en into consideration 
when a m ortgage is u nder consid­ 
eration for insurance by the Fed­ 
eral H ousing A dm inistration. 
I t is possible th a t the rate 
of 
such declines will 
generally 
be 
slow er in the fu tu re th an it has 
been in tile past, because the rate 
of population grow th in the United 
S tates is. and has been, on the de­ 
cline. This facto r h as been one of 
the m ain causes of the loss of de­ 
sirability 
which 
residential dis- 
* tric ts have experienced. 
As new population comes into a 
given region, new residential areas 
spring up w ithin com m unities th a t 
have already been established. Peo­ 
ple living in the older d istricts ren t 
or sell their old hom es and acquire 
new ones in the new er areas. 
In 
th is m anner 
the 
older districts 
gradually lose the asp ects of ow n­ 
er-occupied com m unities and take 
on the aspects of tenant-occupied 
d istricts. They rem ain 
desirable 
only to fam ilies w hose social s ta ­ 
tus or standards of living are low­ 
er th an the original ow ner’s. This 
process of change in occupancy is 
accom panied by a decline of desir­ 
ability and value.

The underw riting sta ff of the 
H ousing 
A dm inistration 
utilizes 
the 
risk -ratin g procedure for a 
two-fold purpose: 
To determ ine ' 
w hether or not a m ortgage is eligi- j 
hie for insurance and to rate the 
risk represented by the m ortgage 
so th a t it m ay be grouped correct­ 
ly for m utual insurance purposes. 
B oth of these objectives are ac­ 
com plished 
sim ultaneously under 
the risk -ratin g process. 
The tw o operations require the 
use of a prescribed system which 
secures uniform decisions and con­ 
clusions when applied by different 
com petent men. 
It Is necessary 
to deal w ith m any complex ele­ 
m ents of risk, which may com­ 
bine into an alm ost unlim ited num ­ 
ber of pattern s. 
To secure uni­ 
form ity, 
the 
risk-rating 
system 
prescibes th a t the elem ents 
of 
risk be treated by “Interrelated 
groups and then Integrated into a 
final resu lt according to a speci­ 
fied procedure. 
A dherence to this 
procedure is m andatory”, accord­ 
ing to the H ousing A dm inistra­ 
tion’s underw riting m anual.
